CROWDED WITH 
1,610 PUPILS 


Record enrollments in the high 
and elementary schools here and 
the prospect of continued heavy 
enrollments in the high schools 
for the next six years were re­ 
ported to the members of the Get­ 
tysburg Joint School committee at 
its September meeting at the sen­ 
ior high school building Monday 
evening. 
Supt. H Edgar Riegle told the 
directors there are 915 in the Jun­ 
ior high school as compared with 
878 last year and 6% in the sen­ 
ior high where 672 were crowded 
last year 
Three Classrooms in the junior 
high school building are current­ 
ly being used to house senior high 
students. Riegle said. Every room 
in each building is in use. 
TEACH ER QUITS 
Mr. Riegle pointed out that in 
the senior high building, which 
was put into use last December 
I, "we already need the extra 
rooms we tried to build when we 
planned the building. 
"This is a sensitive subject 
with me when people ask why 
we didn t build a larger building 
to take care of our pupils. We 
tried for a year when the senior 
high building was in the planning 
stage to get the state to approve 
more classrooms. They refused 
to give us a larger room sched­ 
ule although we showed them the 
need for it.” 
The directors accepted the res­ 
ignation of Charles R. Leader as 
an industrial arts teacher at the 
high school. He accepted a posi­ 
tion in the Upper Adams School 
System. His resignation will be 
effective October 16 unlss a re­ 
placement 
is available 
before 
that. "It is hard enough to find 
teachers in January and February 
but ifs a lot tougher in August 
and September." he said.

Wallace Told To "Cease, Desist" In Fight

Citizens OK 
Excellence Of 
Town Services 


Some of the vital services of 
the community received rousing 
support from Gettysburg citizens 
in the recent poll conducted by 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
according to the report issued 
this week by Anthony Delzingaro, 
survey chairman, although the re­ 
port indicated that a substantial 
number of citizens are either un­ 
aware of the extent of services 
or are indifferent to them.

WASHINGTON (AP>-Ten years 
ago. a crowd of some 3,000 broke 
through police lines in Newport, 
R I., to catch a glimpse of a fa­ 
mous bridal couple. 
Sightseers had come in busloads 
for what society writers declared 
was Newport’s most lavish wed 
ding since its heyday. 
Kneeling on a satin cushion at 
the altar of St. Mary’s church, 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy and Jac- 
queline Lee Bouvier exchanged 
marriage vows of the Roman 
Catholic Church A simple wed­ 
ding band, slipped on the bride’s 
finger, sealed the marriage on 
Sept. 12. 1953. 


SOCIALITE BRIDE 
Kennedy. 36, was then a fresh­ 
man senator. His bride was a 24- 
year-old post-debutante socialite of 
Newport and McLean, Va., who 
most recently had been the inquir­ 
ing camera girl for the Washing­ 
ton Times-Herald. 
This week, as President of the 
United States and First Lady, the 
Kennedys will observe the anni. 
versary (rf their marriage which 
caused such a stir at Newport a 
decade ago. 
The wedding was an elaborate 
event from the start, with a blend­ 
ing of social, political and diplo­ 
matic worlds 
The Kennedys and Fitzgeralds 
had been in Boston politics for 
years,

at Hyannis Port. Mass. The Bou­ 
viers and the Lees were well 
known in banking and stock ex­ 
change circles.

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Outlines Of RevolutionaryFILE ANSWERS, 
Hospital Are Unearthed 


EPHRATA, Pa 
(AP) - Th* 
foundations of building* used as 
a hospital by Gen. George Wash­ 
ington s Revolutionary War troops 
after the Battle of Brandywine in 
1777 have been dug out of af Lan­ 
caster County hillside by a team 
of Pennsylvania archeologist*. 
And in the ruins and rubble of 
the 
five 
structures, 
originally 
erected in the 1730 * by the Sev­ 
enth Day Baptists, the searchers 
found fragments of pottery, pew­ 
ter, buttoas. cufff links, iron nails, 
hinges, and old American, Eng­ 
lish 
and 
Spanish coins dating 
back to colonial days. There was 
even a bayonet with only the tip 
missing. 
John W’itthoftf. state archeologist 
and anthropologist who directed 
the excavation at the site of fthe 
original Ephrata Cloister, said the 
buildings 
were burned to the 
ground in 
1778 by the white- 
cloaked members to prevent the 
spread of typhus. 
H U N D R E D S D IE D T H E R E 
Witthoft said hundreds of sol­ 
diers died from their wounds or 
from disease and were buried 
nearby, 
“We knew there were buildings 
on the hill during the Revolution.” 
Witthoft said, “but we had no 
idea where they were lcated or 
what the dimensions were.” 
The foundations were found by 
a team of college-student assist 
ants Witthoft hired to do the dig 
ging which began in mid-July. 
T U R N TO O LD R EC O R D S 
Witthoft said fancy dishware 
found in the ground may have 
been confiscated by Wallington'* 
troops from nearby homes or 
stores. He added it was the cus­ 
tom for soldiers to seize food and 
supplies to aid their cause. 
Old records supplied by the 
dseventh Day Baptists show the 
brothers’ house, called “Zion” and 
a sisters’ house, named “Kedar” 
stood atop the hill beside a chapel 
and smaller buildings. 
When these buildings were out­ 
grown by the order, new build­ 
ings—which are still standing— 
were erected in the meadow be­ 
low the hill in the 1740's. 
B U IL D IN G S B U R N E D 
The Battle of Brandywine was 
r fought on Sept ll, 1777, and the 
wounded began arriving at Eph­ 
rata three days later. 
Witthoft said Ephrata was cho­ 
sen as a hospital site because it 
had space available and people 
, willing to nurse the wounded. 
W’itthoft said members of the 
order, plus about 200 soldiers, ap­ 
parently died of typhus and the 
buildings were burned because it 
was believed it would halt spread 
of the disease.

Electronic devices aided in the 
location of the foundations. 
WTitthoft said the state will cov­ 
er the foundations with dirt dur­

non-Arabic foes of the premier. 
Returns released by the govern­ 
ment indicated a nearly IOO per 
cent approval. It estimated about 
70 per cent of eligible voters cast 
ballots. 
U R G E D BOYCOTT 
There was no impartial check 
of government figures. Reporters 
touring scattered areas of Algeria 
saw 
voting attendance 
consid­ 
erably lower than reported. 
The boycott centered in the Ka- 
bylie area east of Algiers, in­ 
habited by 2 million Berbers who 
fought hardest in the long sting- 
gle against the French for inde­ 
pendence. They consider Ben Bel­ 
la and his followers 
interlop­ 
ers and long ago broke with his 
regime. 
Opposition leader Horine Ait 
Ahmet had urged his Berbers to 
boycott the referendum, saying 
the constitution opened the way 
to dictatorship by Ben Bella. 
Thus when Ben Bella becomes 
president next Sunday with strong 
powers, he will have to face up 
to the Berber opposition. The Ber­ 
bers comprise about one-fifth of 
Algeria’s ll million population. 
Under the new constitution, the 
ruling Front of National Libera­ 
tion (FLN) officially becomes the 
only legal party with the task of 
setting national policy and con­ 
trolling its execution.

Law enforcement and police pro­ 
tection rated a very good from 18 
per cent, adequate from 49 per 
cent. Legal services were very 
good for 31 very per cent of those 
polled and adequate for 45 per 
cent. Court services rated 39 per 
cent very good and 35 per cent 
adequate, with 23 per cent unin­ 
formed. 
Zoning ordinances received little 
support although there has been 
a steady clamor about the issue. 
Only 5.8 per cent felt ordinances 
were very good; another 18.7 saw 
them as adequate. 28.8 per cent 
as inadequate and 46.7 didn’t 
know. 
Wrater supply and sewage dis­ 
posal rated about the same treat­ 
ment with about 29 per cent voting 
very good, 50 per cent adequate, 
12.5 per cent inadequate. Storm 
drainage was plastered with a 
43.1 inadequate vote as ll per 
cent voted very good and 32 per 
cent adequate.

During Monday night’s major 
demonstration, the 320 marchers 
stopped in front of a segreated 
theater and an all-night cafe in 
the business district and quickly 
submitted to arrest after refusing 
a police order to stop blocking the 
sidewalk.

Scranton Urges 
New Constitution

Court ruling is a vote for gov­ 
ernment by men and not by law. 
I am wholeheartedly in support 
of obedience to the Supreme Court 
ruling, the opinion of the attor­ 
ney general and Supt. Riegle’s 
statement.” he concluded. 
Mr. Bender spoke next and said 
the practice of Bible reading had 
been followed in the schools for 
a IOO years. “ It never hurt any­ 
one. For some it is the only con­ 
tact they have with the Bible and 
the Lord’s Prayer.” He said he 
believed more than 90 per cent 
of the people are in favor of con­ 
tinuing Bible reading and prayer 
in the schools. “It is not an evil 
thing to read the Bible, so why 
can’t it be done?” He later took 
the floor again to ask. "Why deny 
a majority of the people this right 
to read the Bible and pray, why 
must we bow to a minority? Why 
stop a good thing that has been 
continued for years because of a 
few objectors?" He predicted a 
change in the nation’s laws to 
make possible Bible reading in 
the schools once more. 


M U ST BE LAW A B ID IN G 
Mrs. Rice, who is a member 
of the board committee that orig­ 
inally recommended a substitution 
for Bible reading and prayer and 
was reversed last month by the 
joint school committee, told the 
board public officials are sup­ 
posed to be law abiding men and 
not “obey only the laws we like." 
She said deliberate contempt for 
the court decision can bring a 
breakdown in our government 
system. She read aloud the oath 
a school director takes after elec­ 
tion and “implored” the directors 
to abide by the court ruling in 
letter and spirit. 
Mrs. Mitson said Prof. Schu­ 
bert and Mrs. Rice had voiced 
thoughts that agreed with her po­ 
sition as stated several weeks ago 
in a letter to the editor published 
in The Gettysburg Times. 
Supt. Riegle read a letter from 
a couple he did not identify ask­ 
ing that Bible reading and prayer 
be continued. 
Director Thomas O. Oyler said 
the “basic law of our nation is 
the law of Almighty God and it 
certainly was not the aim of the 
founding fathers to advance athe­ 
ism and secularism.” He. too. 
said the “vast majority” favor 
continuance of Bible reading and 
prayer in the schools. He said 
school children are confused by 
the situation in which they find 
“God barred from the schools.” 


D IR E C T O R S G IV E V IE W S 
Most directors joined in the dis­ 
cussion. One said the confusion of 
the children is a reflection of the 
confusion among adults on the 
topic. He said the court decision 
places new responsibilities on par­ 
ents to show children in the fam­ 
ilies “how we feel about Bible 
reading and prayer.” 
Oyler took the floor again to 
say. “If we discontinue Bible read­ 
ing and prayer, we discriminate 
against 99 per cent of the chil­ 
dren.” 
Other directors noted that teach­ 
ers could not be forced to com­ 
ply with a rule requiring Bible 
reading 
and 
prayer; 
teaching 
about religion may be introduced 
in the schools and bring benefits; 
that to ignore the court ruling 
would invite court action against 
the school district with no hope 
of the schools being sustained in 
court and that by dropping Bible 
reading and prayer “we will be 
advancing the cause of the avowed 
atheists who brought these court 
tests.” One director said, “We 
were elected by a majority of the 
people and the majority wants 
Bible reading and prayer.” 


L IA B L E TO SU R C H A R G E 
President Wilson said that “the 
emotional leanings of most of us 
would hope for continuation of 
Bible reading and prayer in the 
schools but from the strictly legal 
point of view of our duties as 
school directors it would be in­ 
consistent to teach respect for law 
and then instruct the school ad­ 
ministration to ignore the law.” 
Attorney John A. MacPhail, as 
school board counsel, noted that 
the attorney general’s directive 
came only since the last board 
meeting. “You ought to know that 
if you (k> something in violation 
of the law and a lawsuit would 
result, you might be surcharged 
as individuals for the cost of any 
such legal proceedings. The law 
is clear. It intends that this Bible 
reading and prayer as a required 
exercise in the school must go. 
There isn’t anything more that 
can be said about it.”

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Gov. 
George C. Wallace keeps Ala­ 
bama’s temperature up but it’s an 
artificial fever. 
In making a political career of 
defiance, he has become the mast 
ter of the big noise and the empty 
gesture. When the 
going gets 
tough, he melts. 
His latest performance, defying 
desegregation of schools in the 
Alabama cities as ordered by fed­ 
eral courts, is Just one more ges­ 
ture. 
He knows he can’t get away 
with it. He may think it helps him 
politically. When the federal gov­ 
ernment puts the squeeze on him, 
he can say he tried 
“SEG R EG A T IO N FO R EV ER ** 
In his election campaign he 
called 
federal 
courts 
“lousy," 
vowed to disobey any school in­ 
tegration order, and at inaugura­ 
tion promised “segregation for­ 
ever.” 
The only thing wrong with the 
promise was that, to make good on 
it. he’d have to be able to defy 
the federal government and courts 
successfully. 
But if he could do that, any 
governor could on any issue, and 
in the end so could any citizen. 
The result would be not only no 
government, federal or state, but 
not even segregation, just chaos. 
He put on the “standing in the 
schoolhouse door” act in going 
through the motions of defying a 
federal court order desegregating 
the University of Alabama. 
W ALLACE BACKS O F F 
But w'hen President Kennedy 
called 
the 
Alabama 
National 
Guard into federal service, Wal­ 
lace trotted away. 
Last week the officials of four 
Alabama communities carefully 
arranged to obey federal court or­ 
ders to desegregate their public 
schools. 
They said they could meet the 
situation locally, without Wallace's 
intervention 
But he intervened 
with state troopers and stopped 
the desegregation in three of the 
cities. 
From different sides in Ala­ 
bama Wallace was criticized for 
doing exactly what he had ac­ 
cused the federal government of 
doing. 


BIB LE R E A D IN G 
Last month he got in another 
empty gesture, this time on Bible 
reading in public schools. 
While the Supreme Court on 
June 17 banned Bible reading in 
public schools as a religious exer­ 
cise. it did not—and said it did 
not—ban Bible reading as part of 
a study course. 
On Aug. 5 the Alabama Board 
of Education ordered the Bible 
read daily in all public schools as 
part of a study course. 
Wallace, 
who introduced 
the 
resolution to do this, said that in 
making Bible reading part of the 
study course he was not trying to 
get around the Supreme Court de­ 
cision. 
But that's exactly what he was 
doing. 
He wasn't defying the 
court. It only sounded that way. 
He was complying with the court. 
U RG ES D E F IA N C E 
Nevertheless, he said: "I would 
like for the people of Alabama to 
be in defiance of such a ruling. 
I want the Supreme Court to know 
we are net going to conform to 
any such decision.” 
Wallace got very 
aggressive 
again on Aug. 21 but in a way that 
accomplished absolutely nothing 
unless he felt it built up his image 
as a defier. 
This was at the Southern Gov­ 
ernors’ Conference at White Sul­ 
phur Springs. W. Va. 
He presented four resolutions 
attacking civil rights policies of 
the national administration. Mis­ 
sissippi’s Gov. Ross Barnett co­ 
sponsored them. 
But the conference took no ac­ 
tion on any of the resolutions and 
Wallace didn’t ask for any. 
His latest defiance of federal 
court orders to desegregate public 
schools in various Alabama cities 
will, if he persists in it, require 
action by President Kennedy. 
If the President uses force of 
any kind, and Wallace follows his 
usual pattern, the governor once 
more will retreat, blaming de­ 
segregation on Kennedy, claiming 
he fought to the last ditch.

CHOLESTEROL 
LEVEL KEY TO 
HEART ILLS 


NEW YORK (AP)—In a care- 
fully watched group of Americans, 
those with high cholesterol levels 
not only develop more coronary 
disease, but they develop it more 
frequently—and it leads more of­ 
ten to a fatal heart attack. 
That is one verdict from a study 
of 5,127 men and women in Fra­ 
mingham, Mass., reported today 
by Dr William B Kannel of the 
National Heart Institute. 
It rr '»y not mean that cholester­ 
ol itself is the culprit, he said. 
But as cholesterol—one kind of 
blood fat—goes, so go other blood 
fat measurements. 
SAPE POINT PAST 
From this, said Dr. Kannel, you 
can conclude that "in a population 
that has been saturated with fat 
some threshold (of safety) ha* 
been passed." 
In the Framingham study, about 
in IO of the men between the 
age* of 30 and 60 have developed 
some coronary disease in the last 
IO years. 
OFFER SUGGESTIONS 
Of those who have the first signs 
or symptoms of coronary disease, 
35 per cent die within the first 
three weeks. 55 per cent of them 
suddenly. 
lf there is a set of suggestions 
a doctor might offer a patient. 
Kannel said, they might be some­ 
thing like this; 
Get up and exercise, eat a less 
rich diet, less of foods with satu­ 
rated fats, smoke fewer cigar 
ettes; and if you have high blood 
pressure, get K lowered, and if 
you are overweight, lose weight.

MOSCOW (AP) — Irate Soviet 
authorities have booted out the 
crew and Chinese passengers of 
the 
Peking - Moscow 
Express, 
charging they tried to sneak in 
anti-Soviet propaganda and staged 
a sitdown strike when the litera­ 
ture was seized.

RELIEF ROLLS 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Arlin 
M. Adams, state welfare secre­ 
tary, has credited programs initi­ 
ated by the Scranton Administra­ 
tion with helping to save Pennsyl­ 
vania taxpayers $6 million in July 
and August. 
Adams also mentioned the Fed­ 
eral 
Manpower 
Retraining Act 
and the close cooperation of state 
welfare, labor and industry as 
contributors in 
m a k i n g last 
month’s public Assistance totals 
the lowest since November, 1961. 
He said over the weekend 424.- 
000 persons received public assist­ 
ance during August, approximate­ 
ly 3.5 per cent of the state’s en­ 
tire population. 
"We have just stressed this 
whole proposition of taking people 
off the relief rolls and onto the 
payrolls,” said Adams. "Every­ 
one who is able to be on his own 
should be on his own, for his own 
good and for the good of the 
Commonwealth.” 
In November 1961, 417.000 per­ 
sons were on the welfare rolls.
